JUDGE SENDS JURORS

“I Think We Got a Pretty 
Tough  Break,’’ Robert 
Creed Tells Judge Hall as 
He Is Led From Room. 


Sentences of life imprisonment 
were imposed upon Robert Creed, 
26 years oid, and his brother, 
Thomas, 24, by a jury in 
Hall’s court last night under its. ver- 
dict that the brothers were guilty of 
first degree murder in shooting Po- 
liceman George F. Geisler in a &a- 
locn at 2100 Clark avenue last Oc- 
tober. 

AS soon as 
was returned 


the jury was polled, it 
in a body to the jury 
room, from which the jurymen 
were were taken, one one, to 
heir homes, each--under the guard 
of an officer. 

The brothers listened apparently 
unmoved to the reading of the ver- 
dict. Their relatives in the court- 
room broke into weeping that inter- 
rupted the brief proceedings. Mrs. 
Thomas Creed fainted and wae car- 
ried from the courtroom. 

Robert Crecd’s Remarks. 

the conclusion of the polling of 
the jury, Robert Creed said to Judge 
Hal! ‘Judge, do you think we've 
had a fair trial? The police can al- 
ways get the evidence. They didn't 
show the. officer's stick.’ 

Judge Hall replied: “Yes, as far 
as I am concerned, I feel you have 
had a fair trial. I don’t believe that 
(referring to the nonproduction of 
Geigsler’s stick) hurt you.”’ 

Robert again addressed the Judge 
as he and his brother were being led 
by deputy sheriffs back to their 
cells in the city jail: “I think we got 
& pretty tough break, Judge,’’ he 
said. Judge Hall later said to news- 
paper men that he gave 15 instruc- 
tions to the jury in an effort to aid 
a fair verdict. 

The case went to the jury at ¢:05 

p. m. The jury was taken out for 
supper at 6 p. m., returning at 7:10. 
It reached its verdict at 8:15 o'clock, 
aving deliberated three hours and 
30 minutes. The Judge did not reach 
courtroom until 9 o'clock, 
The relatives of the defendants in 
were Mrs. Thomas Creed and 
her four children, two sisters of the 
and a niece. 

The verdict in the case of Robert 
was read first. <A slight. bitter smile 
that flitted into his face and van- 
ished an nt was 
Sign he gave. 

Review of Testimony in Case. 

The testimony for the State was 
that the Creed brothers and Edna 
Brooks, after driving to different sa- 
loons and obtaining drinks, went to 
the saloon at 2100 Clark avenue and 
were standing at the bar when Geis- 
ler entered and walked to the back 
end of the bar, where the brothers 
approached him and he and Robert 
words, which culminated in 
Geisler striking Robert with his.club, 
after which the brothers seized him 
and pushed him into the rear room. 

The only eye witness of what took 
place there was Edna Brooks. She 
testified that as she followed them 
into the room the policeman was 
standing in the corner with his hands 
raised and Robert was pointing 2 
revolver at him and Thomas was 
fumbling for the policeman’s revol- 
ver. She threw herself in front of 
the policeman, she said, and begged 
them not to shoot him. Almost as

She did this, she said, to save the

pursued him into the rear room, 
striking at him, that Thomas fol-

M. Briand, at his own request, ex- 
plained to the British Prime Minis- 
ter at a conference which occupied 
the best part of this afternoon and 
evening, the French proposals for 
setting up an economic admitnistra- 
tion in part of Westphalla, inelud- 
ing the Ruhr coal basin. should the 
Germans fail to pay the reparations 
due May 1. The proceeds of this 
administration, such as taxation on 
coal exports and excess profits du- 
ties levied on German industrial es- 
tablishments, would, under the 
French plan, be put in a pool, out 
of which the reparations would be 
paid the allies. 

French Proposals Outlined. 

Although Lloyd George doubtless 
was aware of the general character 
of the French plans from the com 
munications exchanged between the 
British and French Foreign Offices 
M. Briand expressed the wish td ex- 
plain personally some of the. im - 
portant features affecting the gen- 
eral policy of the allies, in order to 
attain complete unity of purpose. 

Today's conversations, therefore, 
began with a rather extended expo- 
SZion of the French scheme by M 
Briand and Philippe Berthelot, of 
the French Foreign Office, with 
Lioyd George interrogating them. 

The conversations were held in the 
black and gold room of the residence 
of Sir Philip Sassoon.

HAT is going on in Mexico may be illus- 
WV eres by the following story: Some 

years ago, while en route to California, 
I overheard three citizens of Arizona talking 
about Senator Clark’s great copper mine, the 
United Verde. They said this mine had produced 
enough wealth to have made Arizona a self-sus- 
taining community almost without taxation, but 
that all she had ever got out of it was the ne- 
cessity to police it, to have her Legislature ma- 
nipulated, and to accept whatever taxes the cor- 
poration had consented to pay. 

I did not know whether this are the sit- 
uation in Arizona or not, but the story illustrates 
perfectly the situation in Mexico. Mexico does 
not want to be exploited by the great interests, 
which would leave her only an empty husk, and 
she is fighting to save herself from that fate. 
This is a battle against great odds, and foreigners 
down there in the best position to judge believe 
Mexico will lose it. They regard intervention as 
inevitable. Mexico is attempting to socialize her 
natural wealth, and this brings her into economic 
conflict with our own Government at every point 
of contact.

President’s Position Difficult 


The position of President Obregon is, therefore, 
about as difficult as one could imagine. Article 
27 of the Mexican Constitution claims for the 
State whatever is underground. This is socializa- 
tion of the oil fields and the mineral deposits of 
Mexico. The pressure upon, President Obregon 
from outside the country to have that article 
abated is only equaled by the pressure upon him 
from inside the country to stick to it. 

The interpretation put upon the article by the 
Mexicans is that while foreign capital may de- 
velop Mexico and take out oil and mineral, it 
may do so only by consent of the Mexican Gov- 
ernment and upon terms imposed by it. The 
Obregon Government has not held this article 
-confiscatory of oil and mineral under land legally 
acquired before the constitutional provision was 
adopted in 1917. Its critics insist that the article 
will be held to be retroactive. They demand its 
repeal. The interventionists pin to this article 
their hope of intervention. It is their case. If 
Mexico will not recede from it to gain recogni- 
tion, then intervention becomes an economic ne- 
ceasity. Without it, say the interventionists, the 
riches of Mexico cre lost to the world—her oil, 
her mineral and her timber.

Problem of Defending the Canal 


“T am not taking the position that we need a 
navy as large as any two other Powers,” Daniels 
said. “The Panama Canal furnishes a means of 
uniting the fleet in either ocean in a few days. 
All that is necessary is for the Secretary of the 
Navy to send out the one word, ‘Unite.’ 

“It is true that the Panama Canal may be 
considered an element of weakness as well as an 
element of strength. It is not free from danger 
of being attacked and put out of commission for a 
period which would prevent it from performing 
its service of uniting the navy promptly. 

“When the fortifications of thé canal are com- 
plete, and a submarine force has been provided 


naval vessels would be remote. There is still the 
danger from the air, and the defenses of the canal 
will include defenses against air attack, and pro- 
visions for aircraft. Attacking aircraft, which 
would have to come across the sea or from a con- 
siderable distance, could usually be handled by 
the defensive aircraft—still, one cannot say just 
what might happen. 

“However, I hope and believe that Congress wil! 
take the other alternative. I do not believe this 
Congress will adjourn without doing something. 
It would be criminal not to find some way to 
gather the fruits of the war. 


Some Understanding Likely 


“The present administration came into office 
on the votes of those who were opposed to various 
things, including the League of Nations covenant, 
or parts of the covenant. It still has difficulty 
in finding a platform on which all the elements 
could stand. But of those highest in the admin- 
istration, President Harding has favored some 
understanding, and Secretary Hughes has favored 
the League covenant withput Article X. 

“Secretary of War Weeks demands an army of 
175,000, while the legislation proposed is for an 
army of not more than 150,000. It is a question 
of money. The bill for increasing the navy per- 
sonnel from 100,000 to 125,000 died, but will comé 
up again. If there is danger of war, more than 
125,000 will be necessary. 

“When I went to Washington, a_ battleship 
could be built for $12,000,000—now it costs thirty- 
odd millions. Aircraft, of the type now required, 
is tremendously expensive.

The extraordinary skill of the old 
Chinese jade carvers is well exem- 
plified in four remarkable pieces re- 
cently acquired by the City Art Mu- 
seum and now on display in the jade 
gallery. Two of the pieces obtained 
are a ;,endant and a snuff bottle, 


carved and signed by Ohsing, the 
most distinguished of the lapidaries 


of the reign of the Emperor Ch’'len | 


Iung (1736-1795), a period remark- 
able for the skill of its craftsmen 
and designers in jade, porcelains, 
silks and other materials. The pen- 
dant is only 1% inches long and the 
enuff bottle about 2% inches tall, 
but both are carved with a skill and 
breadth which entitles them to rank 
as {important works of art. 

The pendant is carved on the 
front with the figures of an old man 
and a child and on the back with

They 
were referring to an announcement 
on April 4 of Henry, C. Koenig, pres- 
ident of the Missouri Pressed Brick 
and Improvement Co., Osage street 
and Marine avenue, that his com- 
pany had reduced the price of 
pressed facing brick 50 per cent to 
$12 a thousand, which was about 
the pre-war price. ‘ 

‘red Daues, a brick contractor, 
brother of the City Counselor, stated 
that he had gone to the Koenig com- 
pany yard, where he had found only 
®15,.000 brick on hand, and no man- 
ufacturing operation in progress. He 
said that the price of $12 he found 
to be the price at the yard, and that 
Koenig was demanding $7 a thou- 
sand for delivery, whereas the quo- 
tations of other brick companies 
who now are‘ asking approximately 
$29 a thousand for the same brick 
were delivered prices. “Koenig is 
fooling the public with his = an- 
nounced price,”’ Daues declared. 

Fred Dauer, another brick con- 
tractor, said that he had gone to 
Koenig for some of the cheap brick 
and that Koenig wouldn’t make him 
a definite price. ‘‘Koenig is effect- 
ively hurting rather than helping the 
situation,” he declared. *‘Persons 
who have been rather contemplating 
construction now are hesitating in 
the belief that the bottom is about 
to drop out of the brick market.” 

Koenig Explains Situation. 

Koenig was not at the meeting. It 
was announced that he wasill. He 
said to the Post-Dispatch over the 
telephone yesterday that his price of 
$12 a thousand was a bona-fide price.

“It is true,” he said, “that we now 
have on hand only about 250,000 
brick, because we have not been 


burning due to the lack of demand. 
However, my plant now is operating 
with 60 men and we will very soon 
have 300,000 additional brick to 
market at the announced price. That 
price is delivered in a zone we have 
established as territory to which we 
can deliver at that price. 

“Beyond the zone, we are com- 
pelled to charge extra for delivery. 
However, to declare that we are de- 
manding $7 a thousand for delivery is 
absurd. One wagon commonly takes 
3000 brick at hk load and makes 
three or four trips a day. According 
to Daues, we then would be demand- 
ing about $75 a day for each deliv- 
ery outfit. That is manifestly not 
true.” 

Koenig said that his plant had a 
capacity of from 10 to 15 million 
brick a vear and that it was the 
present intention to operate the 
plant at capacity.

Uncanceled svecimen of an 1847 Mau- 
ritius issue brings record price at 
auction in Paris and the fact that it 
was wrongfully inscribed by the 
unskilled engraver who made the 
plates lends it additional value in 
the eyes of collectors $3 ::

hands of collectors at the time. Then. in 1865. just 18 
vears after the stamps had been issued. a philatelist 
in England found one of each denomination in an ama- 


teur stamp collection belonging to a lady living at 
Bordeaux. 
This revived memories of the “lé@st series” and a 


search was commenced for specimens. Only 12 stamps 
out of the entire thousands were discovered, however. 
One, that had never been used, was found 16 vears ago, 
in a long-forgotten schoolboy collection of a resident 
of Hampstead It was a perfect specimen and when 
it was put up for auction the Berlin Postal Museum 
sent a representative to attempt its purchase. It was 
finally knocked down for approximately $7250 to the 
then Prince of Wales, who is now George V of Kngland. 
It was the highest price paid up to that 
time for a siamp. 

The price paid at the Paris sale, which is 
almost three times the sum given for a simi- 
lar stamp, throws an interesting light upon 
the tremendous increase in value of such 
rarities. 

What makes this particular stamp of such 
value is the fact that all the known speci- 


of Queen Victoria is not especially flattering. 

Moreover, the early s&amps bore the inscription 
“Post Paid,” to indicate that postage was not to be 
collected from the recipient of a letter, as had been 
the custom prior to the advent of adhesive stamps 
Bernard, with his faulty knowledge of English, et 
graved the words “post office’ on the side of the stamp 
instead of “post paid." New plates accordingly had 
to be constructed, but it is evident that the likenesss 
of the Queen was not improved in the second edition. 

However, the stamps were brightly colored and wert 
the first of the sort issued on the island. As has been 


stated, Lady Gomm used up most of the stamps that

been printed with the words “post office” upe 
in sending out her invitations. These stamp 


probably never Jeft the island. 


This difference in the value of such @ 
article, caused by the wording thereon, i 
well brought out in Walter Scotts work, 
“The Antiquary,” althouch the scene of that 
novel was pitched at a time more than 100 
years ago. Scott describes how the antl 


quary had a huge collection of books, of 
special value to the naked eve, but each dit 


inens are now in the hands of wealthy con- 
noisseurs, who have no intention of selling 
them. This makes bidding active for any that get on 
the market. The dozen specimens of the same variety 
are all known to collectors and all efforts to purchase 
them proved of no avail until this recent auction put 
a perfe-t exam ile of the series on the market, 

So far as the stamp itself ?s concerned, it cannot be 
called a work of art. Skilled eneravers were scarce 
on the island of Mauritius in 1847 and a watchmaker, 
Louis Bernard, wus upon by the Governor to 
engrave the plates, when permission was granted for 
the issue.

Bernard labored, moreover, under the disadvantage 
of an imperfect knowledge of tHe English language 
and, as he himself remarked, had never attempted a 
likeness in his life, either on paper or metal.

Thel 
American dollar is regarded as one of the most val 
uable coins in this country, from a numismatic 8 
point, and a certain issue of dimes and 1-cent pieces 
are also of value because a limited number were rua 
off with some slight irregularity in the design. 

The Mauritius stamp was one of the first series ever 
issued in anv British colony and this lends an 
distinction to it, in the collecto@. Several 
other stamps are known of which but a single specimes 
exists.

extended over half a century. 

As an astronomer, M. Flammarion is aware that. in 
a physical sense, “man,is an atom borne on an atom 
across the boundless space of the Milky Way.” But, 
he asks. “is man as Ansignificant in soul as he is in 
body ?— does everything in us die?—shall we never see 
again those whom: we have loved and who have gone 
before us into the great beyond?" 

Before proving that the soul is immortal, it is nec- 
essary to prove that the soul exists: and it is to this 
purpose that the first volume is mostly dedicated. The 
evidence adduced consists. of a prodigal supply of in- 
stances—-strangze, thrilling, supernatural. The eminent 
scientist is fully convinced of the authenticity of 
these cases, of which he declares that they “‘are as cer- 
tain as astronomical, meteorological, physical, zeo- 
logical and anthropological observations.” 

One of the author’s method? of establishing the ex- 
istence of the soul is an attempt to show that psychi- 
cal phenomena may: occur without the intervention of 
the senses. One chapter is dedicated to the thesis that 
“it is possible to see without eves, by an inner mental 
sense.’ Under this head comes a case said to have 
been reported by Thomas A.. Edison. 

To the American inventor's laboratory came a nian 
named Reese, of whose powers he had heard much. 
Edison caused a Norwegian workmad to go into an- 
other room and write on a piece of paper the maiden 
name of his mother, her place of birth and several 
other items. The Norwegian returned, with the paper 
folded in his closed hands. “Reese told us the exact 
contents,’ Edison is quoted as saving. 

He was busied at the time with the development of 
an alkaline electric battery, and, going into another 
building, wrote these words: “Is there anything better 
than hvydroxid of nickel for an alkaline battery?’ 
Then, Edison continues, “I took up another problem 
and gave all my attention to solving it, so as to throw 
Reese off the scent if he should try to read in my mind 
what | had written. | went back into the room where 
I had left him, and the moment I entered he said: 
‘No, there is nothing better than hydroxid of nickel for 
an alkaline battery.’’’ These, in Flammarion’s belief, 
were phenomena of vision without the use of the 
eyes. 

Another case cited by the author is that of a blind 
person, a nun at the village of Saint-Laurent-sur- 
Sevres, who coul? see, read, draw and paint. In the 
presence of witnesses, the nun is said to have painted 
a bunch of roses. Opaque cardboard was placed be- 
tween her eves and the paper, but the brush continued 
to move with the same regularity. The only mistake 
she made was to paint one rosebud blue. 

A case with exciting possibilities is that of a French 
woman who, while hypnotized. was asked to name tite 
winning number in the lottery. After a painful strug- 
gle, she announced that she saw the number &9. Flam- 
marion assures us that &9 did actually appear in the 
next drawing—the chance of its emerging being 2,500, 
189 against 1. 

Instances are also alleged in which events which 
have not yet occurred are seen; this is termed “the 
sight of future eyents.”” A friend of the author, Prin- 
cess Emma Carolath. is the heroine of the following 
marvel: She dreamed of entering, in a strange castle, 
an octagonal cabinet hung in red damask. Over the 
head of the bed hung a picture of Christ, crowned with 
roses by an angel, and beneath it were verses by 
Schiller, which the Princess read. 

Two years later she went on a Visit to a castle in the 
depths of Hungary. “I stopped, trembling,” she re- 
lates, when she entered the apartment set aside for 
her; it was the octagonal cabinet, hung in red damask, 
With the picture of Christ crowned with roses, and 
With the identical verses of Schiller.” 

A Frenchman named Saure! is credited with a similar 
experience. In 1911 he dreamed that he found him- 
self in a countryside, unknown to him, with a large 
building surrounded by high walls, and a pretty brook 
running through the meadows. Saurel was a civilian, 
but in the dream he saw himself as an officer, giving 
orders to a camp of soldiers in a curious pale-blue 
tniform such as he had never seen, and wearing hel- 
Mets of a strange shape. 

Eight years later, towards the end of the war, Saurel 
had become a Lieutenant of infantry, and one morn- 
ing received orders to camp with his battalion under 
the walls of a chateau, 20) meters distant. On arriv-

Another category of super-physical powers is called 
the projection of the will to a distance, without the use 
of words or signs.

“She un- 
derstood mentally and obeyed with absolute pre- 
cision.” 

Another instance is related in which a physician, 
standing on the ground below, saw that an insane 
woman, his patient, was about to hurl herself from a 
window. He concentrated all his will in a silent com- 
mand forbidding the act. Four or five times the wom- 
an balanced herself for the leap, and then drew back. 
By that time an attendant arrived and drew her away 
from the window.

Another incident -dates from the Napoleonic wars. 
A certain Countess Toutschkoff, residing with her hus- 
band on their estate at Toula, dreamed three times 
that her father entered, leading her only son by the 
hand, and said: “Your happiness is ended, vour hus- 
band has fallen. He fell at Borodino.”’ She had never 
heard of Borodino, then a very obscure village. and 
conld not even find it on a map. But three months 
later Napoleon invaded Russia, and one morning her 
father came to her hotel in Petrograd, leading her son 
by the hand as in the dream. and said: ‘He has fallen: 
he has fallen at Borodino.”” Count Toutschkeff had 
been killed in the bloody battle which made famous 
the name of the little hamlet 

Mrs. Ella Cooper of Philadelphia is said to have 
dreamed twice in one night during August, 1919, that 
she saw her son, William Cooper, crushed by a trolley 
car in New York. She was so alarmed by the repeti- 
tion of the dream that she caught a train for New 
York. She took a Thirty-fourth street car, and as it 
was crossing Seventh avenue, saw a crowd about a man 
who had been run over by a trolley car. It was her 
son. 

One Capt. MacGown is quoted as relating that, chanc- 
ing to be in Brooklyn with his two sons, he promised 
to take them to the theater, and even bought three 


seats. On the morning of the appointed day, an inner 
voice began repeating insistingly: ‘‘Don't go to the 


theater; take your sons back to school.” The narrator 
fought against the warning all day, but it became so 
peremptory that an hour before the performance he 
told the vouths that thev were going to New York in- 
stead of the theater. They did so. That night the the- 
ater was entirely destroyed by fire and 505 persons 
perished. 

A former Archbishop of Bordeaux is cited as author- 
ity for a story concerning a yong priest who, while 
sound asleep, with his eves closed, was in the habit 
of rising and writing sermons. When he had finished 
a page, he read it over aloud from one end to the 
other (if we call “reading” this action which was done 
without the eves): and if something displeased him he 
cut it out and wrote in the correction above, with much 
good sense. 

Having written in one place “this divine infant,” 
he thought, on reading it over, that he had better use 
the word “adorable” instead of ‘divine.”” So he 
scratched out the latter word and wrote the former 
exactly above it. But now he noticed that the word 
“ce” (“this’’) could not go with ‘“‘adorable:” therefore 
he cleverly added a “t’’ to the preceding letters, so 
that one read ‘‘cet adorable enfant” (“this adorable 
child’). 

Flammarion censures. vigorously what he considers 
the purblindness of some _ scientists towards such 
evidence as is brought forward in these and many 
other anecdotes, and cites another story in which Edi- 
sons name occurs. 

“On March 11, 1878,” he relates, “that day of hilari- 
ous memory, |! was present at the meeting of the Acad- 
emy of Sciences when the physicist Du Moncel pre- 
sented Edison's phonograph to the learned assembly. 
The apparatus began to recite docilely the sentences 
registered on its record. 

“Then we saw a scientist of ripe age, his mind sat- 
urated with the traditions of classical culture, revolt 
nobly azainst the audacity of the innovator; we saw 
him hurl himself upon Edison's representative and 


seize him by the throat, crying out: Wretch! We 
are not going to let ourselves be duped by a ventrilo- 
quist!’ 


“This member of the institute was Monsieur Bouil- 
laud. Six months later, at a similar meeting, he de- 
clared that after mature examination he was con- 
vinced there was nothing to it but ventriloguism, 
adding: ‘We cannot admit that a vile metal can re- 
place the noble apparatus of human phonation.’ "

YPSYDOM has assunied a new form in 
the United States. Not only has the old 
horse-drawn wagon of the Romany Rre 
disappeared from our country roads, to 
make way for the automobile, but an en- 
tirely new element has taken up the 
strolling life, originally favored only by 
the nomadic tribes of gypsies.

A re- 
cent trip to the Pacific coast was made from St. Louis 
by three young women who reside in the West End 
and who were unaccompanied except by a pet Aire- 
dale. Thev made the entire trip across the mountains 
and over a stretch of desert.to Los Angeles without a 
singie mishap or insult. But, at nearly all times, 
they were in sight of other cars. There was a steady 
stream of autos pouring westward at the time, and, 
had a breakdown occurred, they would only have 
had to wait by the side of the road for some aid to 
come up. 

Many communities have established regular camp- 
ing places for such travelers. There is one in Forest 
Park that is well equipped with water faucets and 
other conveniences. Some cities have made elaborate 
preparations for the reception of these transients, hop- 
ing to encourage this form of touring among the bet- 
ter element. And the fashion in which summer travel- 
ing by car is being adopted by all classes bids fair 
to soon make the country roads as easy and safe to 
trave! as the thoroughfares of a-city. 

Gainesvi'le, seat of the State University in Florida, 
is one of the cities that has a regular “home-coming” 
festival for former residen‘s and casual Visitors. 50 
popular has the auto become as a means of travel 
to the Southland, that many patrons of the coast and 
gulf resorts take this method of reaching their fa- 
vorite beaches each winter. 

The smaller towns have also realized the value of 
the auto tourist both as a patron and as a prospective 
advertiser.

VIGNETTES OF LIFE IN MEXICO 


eee St. LOUIS ARTIST WHO HAS JUST RETURNED 
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French styles contrast with squalid 
poverty in a land of dazzling 
sunshine, bright colors and 
picturesque buildings—Inter- 


esting glimpses of the real. 
Mexico, given after living 
there almost a year -:- -:- i 


FTER living in Mexico for nearly a vear 
with his family, C. K. Gleeson, St. 
Louis. artist, has returned home 
with a collection of vivid canvases 
and some. entertaining stories of 
daily life Below the Rio Grande. 
linagine a country where many of 
the people wear sandals (some even made from 
old auto tires') and where professional scribes 
do a thriving business writing letters for peo- 
ple who don't know how. A country where 
hordes of becgars file through the passenger 
trains standing at stations; and where wealth 
is so unequaily distributed that, while in the 
lower class fo own a pair of shoes confers social 
distinction, in the unper class French stvles 
are preferred to all others. 

The Gieeson family lived in the :own of San 
Angel, in the Federal -district and about seven 
miles from the City of Mexico. Thev emploved 
native servants and the two children plaved 
with little Mexican neighbors and have come 
back to this country using a quaint mixture of 
Spanish and English words. 

Gleeson said they al! enjoved their stay in 
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scarce, and the peons wouldn't accept paper 
money, so we had to buy coins for small change. 
and pay a 15 per cent premium for it. Street car 
tickets and postage stamps were in common use 
for small change.”’ 

Visitors walking throngh the residence dis- 
tricts of a Mexican town are upt to see some 
unusual domestic arrangements, according to 
(;leeson, and not always in hevels, either. but 
even in houses where the furnishings. as 
glimpsed through a door or window. indicate 
that the family ‘are in comfortable  cirenum- 
stances. 

“One evening we passed a large house, and, 
Piancing through the open window. which was 
right .next the sidewalk, saw a large framed 
picture hanging on the wall, and, perched in a 
row on top of the frame, half a dozen sleeping 
hickens. This was in a well-furnished house. 
remember. 

“Another time we saw a handsomely up- 
holstered armchair, with chickens in a row upon 
the arms. In a great many houses the donkeys 
and the goats share the living quarters with the 
famils On the whole, it-is a most insanitary 
country.” 

For an intimate view of the people. said Glee- 
son, there is nothing quite equal to the street 
cars and railroad trains 

“There are first-class and second-class cars, 
even on the street railways.” said Gleeson. “The 
peons ride in the se ‘ond-class cars. and pay half 
fare. But they aren't al! the passengers, as a 
rule. The second-class cars have a little com- 
partment in the rear for treight. and one can 
hardiv think of anything, alive or dead, which 
is not some time to be seen in that freight com- 
partment. 

“To see a pig. goat or donkey riding there is

Mexico, but that he came away with cne wish 
ungratified—he wanted to kill an army bugler. 
nota particular indivicdial, but just any of the 
men who make the early morning hours hideous 
in Mexican towns, with their ear-piercing military 
calls. 

“It was the most irritating thing we encountered 
in Mexico.” he said. ‘‘Manv of the residences have be- 
rome empty, as a result of the revolutions, and a good 
many of them are now used by the Government as 
cuartels, or barracks. Thus the soldiers are scattered 
all over a. town. 

“In a smal! house there may only be room for a 
dozen soldiers, but that doesn't make any difference 
about the bugling. Instead of going around and waking 
up the men individually, each barracks has its bugier, 
who marches out into the street in front of the cuartel 
at 5 a.m. to blow his first call, and who sounds \arious 
other calls, upon an average of one every hour, until 
9 a. m. 

“The clear, vibrating bugle notes are the cleanest 
feature of the army, but after I had been jerked out of 
a sound sleep every morning at 5 o'clock for several 


weeks, | wanted to kill a bugler. They insisted upon 
Wa ing up the whole town, along with the detachments 
of soldiers.” 

Gleeson said that one of the puzzling thines about 
the officer class was the diversity of their uniforms. 

“They all seemed to have different uniforms,” he 
remarked. “It looked as though they had been per- 
mitted to take a book showing all the styles of uni- 
forms in the world, and to select the kind they liked 
best. Those who can afford to do so wear lots of gold 
braid. Otherwise, they are partial to the styles of 
uniforms worn by French officers. 

“And this is true of the clothes worn by the wealthy 
Class generaliv. They prefer French fashions.  In- 
deed, many of them have told me that they like French 
people the best of all foreigners. The Germans are 
well liked, too. largely be°ause so many of them marry 
Mexican women: A rather strange fact is that the 
upper class do not like the Spaniards, although usually 

descended from Spanish

“On a trip from the City of Mexico to Vera 
Cruz we had a close-up view of Mexican poverty, When 
the train stonped at a station a horde of mendicants 
would file through the cars. There were peddlers. and 
every conceivable kind of beggar, the halt leading the 
blind and the ragged tlaunting their tatters These 
beggars are permitted to walks through the first-class 
and second-class coaches, but not the Pullmans 
“And when vou get off the train there is a perfect

sengers. They are so insistent they used to remind 
me of a jot of vultures. They swarm around, waving 
their arms and calling out, until it is almost like a riot 

“As a rule, vou dont need their services, but you 
hire one or two of them to get rid of the rest I 
never saw anything to equal it, In anv country of 
Europe Then they expect at least half a peso (25 
cents) for carrving your bag to a streef car, and a 
peso for going any distance at all.”
